g== Hereas the ſaia Lord Deputy and Council dilby their Declaration, bearing 
| date N(uvember 30 laſt paſt, Order and require all Proprietors of Lands in 
\ W728 Ireland, and all others who at any tune ſince the 21 of Oftober 16 41, had been 

WARS in Arms and in open Hollility againſt the Common- wealth of England, their 
M Armies and Forces ; or that had acted, aided or afliſted in the late bloudy Re- 
' bellion of Treland, at or before the 21 of Offober 1642; and living within the 
Provinces of Leinſter, «Munſter and Viſter : To transplant themſelves and families into ('on- 
:4ught or Clare, at or before the firſt of eALZarch inſtaat, under ſeveral Penalties; (as may ap- 
pe.r by the ſaid Declaration) particularly that all perſons declared to be transplanted, and that 
{houd wilfully neglect or refuſe ſo to do, at or before the ſaid firſt day of March ; ſhould for- 
feit an loſe all ſuch Corn, Gardening and Planting, as they, or any others for them or for their 
uſe and benefit, had or ſhould make, plow or ſow, or cauſe to be made, plowed, ſowed or 
planted within the three Provinces of Leinſter, «Aunſter and Ulfter, or any of them. And 
whereas ſeyenal of the perſons aforeſaid, have . and refuſed Cher themſelves ta 


Connaught and tare, in purſuance ofthe ſaid Declarition, Theſe are-therefote to authorize 
andrequire the Commuſſtoners General for the Revenue » forthwith togive order to ſuch p-- 
ſon or perſons as they ſhall find fitting in each County, to make Sale, to the beſt advantage of 
the Common-wealth, of all Corn, Gardening andPlanting, made, plowed, ſowed or 5 lanted 
by any of the aforeſata perſons, or by any other perſon or perſons to their uſes ; required to 
transplant themſelves into the Province of Connaught or County of Clare, as aforeſaid - and have 
negle Red or refuſed ſo todo : Taking care that the perſons canting and buying the ſame, do 
pay the due proportion of the preſent or future Aſſeſments, by right falling on the ſaid Corn, 
Gardening or Planting, (Casalfothe Tichs due thereour) according to the preſent Cuſtom of 
the Country, where ſuch Corn, Gardening or Planting dolie. And the faid Commiſſioners 
Generalare alſo to take care, that the Money ariſing from the Sale of the premiſes, be paid into 
the Publick Treaſury, and a diſtinct account kept thereof. 

And it is further Ordered , That che Moneys accruing by the ſaid Sale of thepremiles, ſhall 
be laid out in buying ſtores of Corn, to be laid up in Limerick , Athlone, Galway, Loghreah, and 
fach other places, as ſhall forthat purpoſe be appointed in the ſaid Province of onnaught and 
County of Clare, andto be diſpoſed of in ſuch manner, (for the relief of ſuch in the ſaid Pro- _. 
vince of (Connaught or County of Clare, as ſhall need theſame ; and who remove themſelves 
thether in purſuance of former Orders and Directions ) as the ſaid Lord Deputy and Coun- 
cil ſhall dire : Ofwhich the ſaid Commiſſioners General, and all others whom it may con- 
ern, areto take Notice. Dated at Dublin the 7 of March, 1654.
